Upgrade Infrastructure - Tunnels & Various Buildings

Project No. B19-305

Utility tunnels are seventy years old and in need of repair. The existing
condensate system piping must be removed and replaced from the powerhouse
and connecting tunnel system, as the existing condensate return line piping has
numerous leaks that make it difficult to maintain a vacuum on the line.
